MONTREAL, June 4.—The talk at the clubs 
and in society circles Monday night was 
the snub, eyidently premeditediy tadmin- 
istered by Premier Mercier to the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught. Since the advent of 
the royal party here be has studiously avoided 
them. He was one of the guests invited to 
meet them at dinner on Monday evening at 
Gir George Stephens’, but preferred to pre- 
side at the distribution of prizes to the 
scholars ot the night schools and was again 
absent Tuesday, although specially invited 
to the excursion down the Lachine rapide. 
Mercier’s Radical friends are delighted and 
gay his attitude is perfectly consistent with 
bis democratic and republican ideas, but 
pociety, especially among the English ele- 
ment, is highly incensed and indignant that 
the soldier son of the Queen and his Prussian 
Princess should have deen slighted. Sir 
George Stephens does not care to speak of the 
incident. He admits that Mercier was not at 
the dinner on Monday evening, but believes 
that he sent an apology, though he had not 
seen it. Mercier himself is, besides, engaged 
electioneering in some backwoods district, 
and bis version of the affair cannot be gotten 
at just now. Hon. Henry Starnes, Speaker of 
the Legisiative Council! and political supporter 
of Mercier, who was at the dinner, 13 ata loss 
to account for the Premier’s studied negiect 
of royalty.

Capt. Chambers of the 
schooner Brunette, which was in tow, is here 
and reports that when last seen two steamers 
were playing on the burning boat.

The Iturbide Case. 


MEXICO, June 4.—Tue venire bas been 
placed in the bands of the proper authorities 
tor the military men who act as jurors in the 
court-martial of Lieut. Augustin de Iturbide 
forthe publication of a letter in the Tempo 
newspaper, criticising the acts of the Presi- 
dentofthe Republic, who, as in the United 
States, is commander-in-chief of the army 
and navy. The work of summoning the offi- 
cers who will act as jurors will be started to- 
morrow and it ie stated that the trial will take 
place some time during the . coming 
week. The military proseouting attorney 
has completed the labors of the 
preliminary examination into the case, which 
is stated to be the first of the kind that ever 
came up in the Republic, but which is pro- 
vided for by the military code in an article 
which makes the penalty for censuring the 
acts of a superior officer from one to twelve 
months’ imprisonment. Iturbide will be de- 
fended atthe court martial, which will prob- 
ably be convened at the Santiago de Tlaltelal- 
co military prison, by Augustin Verduego, one 
of the best criminal lawyers in Mexico. The 
opinion of many wilitary men is that 
Iturbide will be found guilty of censuring 
his superior officer and will be sentenced 
but will receive executive clemency, the 
President pardoning himat an early day. 
They look upon Iturbide 's letter asa picce of 
indiscretion, which was partially jgstifiable to 
set himself right at home, but was a matter of 
insubordination which could not pass by 
without bis arrest and the subsequent results, 
as it would furnish a bad precedentfor mill- 
tary men to act upon in the future. The trial, 
owing to the high social standing of Iturbide 
and the fact ot his being the grandson of the 
first Emperor of Mexico, will be the 
most Interesting court-martial since that of 
Maximilian (of whom the prisoner is 
the adopted heir), Mejia and Miramon, 
at Queretaro, and the result will be watched 
with interest in France, Belgium, England 
and the United States where Iturbide received 
his education. Mra. Iturbide, the mother of 
the Lieutenant, who was born in Washington, 
flatly denied that she has implored aid or as- 
sistance on behalf of ber son from apy for- 
eign Miaisters located here. She says her 
residence in Mexico covers thirty-four years; 
her son isa Mexican and itis too absurd to 
assert that she has taken such steps when he, 
as all must know from the fact of his occupy- 
ing a position ip the army, becomes subject to 
military laws. While Mrs. Iturbide feels 
badly over her son’s incarceration she de- 
lieves that he will soon be liberated. 

GOVERNMENT LOANS.

A Money Order Examiner Resigns Because a 
Cclored Man is Employed in His Office. 


Mr. Shepard Knapp is just now the subject 
of quite a bit of gossip inthe various depart- 
ments of the post-office because of his sudden 
resignation from the Money Order Division. 


Mr. Knapp had a position as examiner in this 
department which was given him by Mr. Hyde, 
and as a compliment to Mr. Hyde and because 
there was no pressure to remove him, Mr. 
Knapp was continued in his position although 
the political color of the Post-office manage- 
ment had been changed. But Mr. Knapp is 
out now.

Three names were 
drawn but the first two men could not de 
found. The third man, Hollins Scott, was 
sent for and when the messenger returned he 
reported that Hollins Scott wasanegro, but 
he had passed his examination and taken 
his place list 80 he 
had 4 the position 
when he was drawn if he could do the work, 
so he was placed at Miss Vorngesher’s desk as 
a temporary substitute. Mr. Knapp saw him 
there and objected to his presence, but said 
nothing. Monday night he went home in any- 
thing but a pleasant frame of mind, and, as 
— — himself, he did not sleep much that 
night. 

n Tuesday morning he went to the office as 
usual and the negro reported bright and early 
and went to work. When Mr. Knapp saw him 
there he made up his mind what he would do, 
and when Mr. Moore, the head 
of the division, came down he went 
to him and said that he could not 
work any louger in the office with a negro. 
Mr. Moore and he talked about the matter for 
awhile, and Mr. Knapr concluded 
their conversation with tendering his 
resignation, to take effect immediately. 
Mr. Moore took it to Postmaster Harlow, who 
accepted it and then referred to the civil serv- 
ice listto find a substitute, as no other was 
avallabie. 

Mr. Moore was seen this morning and asked 
about the convergat ion which he and Mr. 
wae had yesterday morning. 

1 don’t like totalk about the matter,’’ 
said Mr. Moore, because I am exceedingly 
sorry ithappened. Mr. Knapp was certain! 
capable and faithful examiner and 
am very sorry that he is gone from the 
department, but he objects to working 
in the office with a colored man. The vacancy 
occurred because Miss Vorngesher got a leave 
of absence and some one had to be put in to 
do her work. Theonly substitute here was 
notavailable and Mr. Harlow selected Hol- 
ling Scott from the civil service list. 
Scott had a legal right to be dere 
but Mr. Knapp objected to working In the 
office with bim, and went out. He came to 
me yesterday and said that he couid not re- 
main longer in the office. He said that he felt 
the disgrac@ of his position, and had hardly 
siept at ali the night before because of the sit- 
uation In which he was placed. Scott bad 
come in in the natural course of busiaess and 
as Mr. Knapp would not remain with bim he 
handed in hig resignation which I turned over 
to the Postmaster and it was accepted. 

Maj. Harlow said: ‘All that I know about It 
is that when the vacancy occurred I bad 
to draw from the civil service list for a 
substitute and the man drawn was Hollins 
Scott.

The result of the race created the most tre- 
mendous excitement. Surefoot had been 
backed to wintothe extent of hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. Among bis backers 
were large numbers of the aristocracy and 
they suffered severely. 

The weather was showery, dull and un- 
setticd. The crowd present at Epsom Downs 
to-day to witness the racefor the Derby 
stakes was not as large as usual, partly be- 
cause the belief that BSurefoot could 
not de beaten had reduced the race to a small 
Held. Surefoot was the greatest favorite that 
ever started Derby. Since 
he won the 2,000 guineas hun- 
Greds of thousands of pounds have been 
invested on him at odds-on, and his defeat 
caused quite a sensation. San foin has steadily 
heid second piace in the betting during the 
winter, and many shrewd people have min- 
tained thathe would beat Surefoot over the 
Derby mile and a hbaif.

A week from next Tuesday the great Sub- 
urban bandicap will be decided at the spring 
meeting of the Coney Isiand Jockey Club at 
Bheepshead.

FATALLY INJURED, 


A Little Fellow Crushed Under an Olive 
Street Cable Oar. 


About 10 o’ clock this morning Ray O’Brien 
died at his home, 2631 Olive street, from tbe 
shock consequent upon an injury received 
yesterday evening and the subsequent ampu- 
tation of one of his lower limbs. The de- 
ceased, the 7-year-old sooft J. L. O’Brien, 
was run over by «a cable train 
on the Olive street line in front 
of his home at about, 6:20 o’clock yesterday 
evening. With a number of companions he 
was engaged in play and ran directly in front 
of the grip car as itapproachbed. Both of his 
legs were terribly crushed below the knee.

Purchased the Compten Hill Addition 
ef 100 Acres Positively Denied— History 
of the Property Now Being Developed 
by # Local Syndicate of Millicnaires— 
Other Matters. 


It was stated this morning by a gentleman 
who has been largely instrumental in the 
placing of a good deal of English capita! in 
this city thatthe whole of the Compton hill 
tract, comprising 100 acres of ground, situ- 
ated between Grand, California and Lafayette 
avenues and Shenandoah street, had been 
sold by its syndicate of owners to British 
capitalists. 

Such a deal would be one of vast propor- 
tions, for the locality is avery choice one for 
residence purposes. Atleast $200,000 has al- 
ready been expended in improving the prop- 
erty, and, while these public advantages are 
as yet unfinished and will cost a great deal 
more money than has already been paid out, 
there has not been a dwelling erected upon 
the magnificent plot the value of which, even 
in a crude state, would not beshort of $500, 000. 
The improvements, though, that have been 
made change the entire character of the t: act 
to high-class residence lots, adding 
immensely to its aggregate value; the only 
reason why residences have not been erected 
there already being that the owners objected 
to offering or selling any of the lots until the 
plan of laying out and beautifying the place 
nad been completed. The People’s Cable 
and the Union Depot electric lines pass the 
property, and the recent opening of these 
roads has attracted widespread attention to 
that part of the city, where values 
*heretofore have ruled low down, out of 
all proportion, simply for the want of 
transportation, Under these new and favorable 


conditions the report that the Compton Hill 
property had been soldto British capitalists 
was accepted as true, and the person from 
whom the report emanated was very positive 
that his information was correct. On the 
other hand the rumor was just as positively 
denied, but the probabilities that the sale has 
been made are quite likely, as the English 
capitalists who have already invested in St. 
Louis properties and industries are well 
pleased with their ventures, and it 
is well known that they have 
representatives here looking for other invest- 
ments for them. There is no opportunity that 
offers asafer or more profitable investment 
for them than the real estate field, and the 
Compton Hill tract is none toorich or exten- 
sive for such parties to buy who want to make 
money out of their surplus cash. 

The Compton Hill syndicate isa very strong 
one of iteelf. It comprises no less than eight 
gentiemen who are rated at $1,000,000 and 
over; in addition other very wealthy 
members, all of whom are rich, and 
it may be that these parties, all of them St. 
Louisans, refuse to make a wholesale transfer 
of the propetry for the reason that they them 
sclves could find no other investment equally 

ood in which to place a portion of their vast 

ortunes. 

The idea of making the Compton Hill Ad- 
dition what itis and what it is intended to be 
originated in 1885, since which time the 100 
acres embracing sixty of the usual size city 
lots have been bought: up in 
detached parcels. The streets that 
were originally dedicated through the tract 
have been vacated by the city and winding 
park drives substituted in the place of them 
for public use by the syndicate. 

When the plan was suggested the syndicate 
organized to carry it out was composed of the 
same, persons interested to-day, namely: 
Acolphus Busch, Henry Haarstick, Deere, 
Mansur & Co., Charles Nolker, each of them 
millionaires; Granite Mountain millionaires 
C. D. McClure, Augustus Enwing, L. M. and 
Mose Rumsey and Louls Duestrow, Julius 
Pitzman, August Gehner, H. A. Hauesseler, 
Chas. Green, E. C. Kehr, F. E. Zelle and F. J. 
Pawley. 

Julius Pitzman, under whose direction the 
Compton Hill addition bas been laid out and 
improved, was seen with reference to the sale 
of the property. He said it bad not been sold 
and no negotiations were pending for the sale 
of it, and what was more the syndicate did not 
fee] inclined to close it out at wholesale. The 
syndicate owners were gentlemen very much 
interested in the development of the southern 
portion of the city generally, and they bad a 
greater desire to have the addition made 
the home place of the best class 
of citizens than they did to make a great deal 
of monty outofit. Asan evidence that the 
tract had not been sold Mr. Pitzman said the 
property would be turned over to an agent 
for sale some time next week and it was the 
intention to make afewsales at low figures 
to persons who would putup fine residences 
at once. There were no better public im- 

rovements to be found anywhere in the 

'nited States, the Forest Park addition not 
excepted. Ample restrictions guarded 
the piace from all nuisances or 
offensive features, and the elegance 
of the improvements make the lots especially 
choice. They are all four feet above grade 
and have separate connection with sewer, 
water and gas systems. To adorn the place 
10,000 plants and trees had been planted on 
the tract, and the grouping ofthem had been 
done with as much care as the work in Tower 
Grove Park, the arrangement being so perfect 
that not a shrab need be destroyed in building 
a home upon any of the sites. 

August Gebner said there was nothing in the 
report. The property bad not been sold; 
there had been no talk of any parties buying 
the whole nor any considerable portion of it, 
that he knew anything about, and it was his 
opinion that ifthe rumor was true he would 
know something about it, especially in view 
of the fact that be had been called upon with- 
in the last day or two by a committee of the 
syndicate who are to select an agent for the 
sale of the property in small parcels for 
building residences. 

IMPROVED AND UNIMPROVED. 

Charles H. Gleason & Co. report three sales 
of vacant and improved property. One piece, 
the northwest corner of Morgan and Thir- 
teenth streets, renting for about $700 a year, 
the property of Mary J. Ewing, was sold for

continues back the same widé to a 
depth of seventy-one feet on Thirteentn, 
and from there the width ot the premises out 
to Gay street, 71 feet more, is only 30 feet. 
There le an old dwelling and tenements on 
the property. 

A lot of 50x162 feet, situate on the south side 
of Finney avenue about 100 feet east of Pen- 
dleton, the property of B. H. Berry, was sold 
at $35 a foot to A. Kortzeborn. 

Gleason & Co. also sold a piece of ground 
fronting 400 feet by a depth of 170 on the south 
line of Morgan street, about 500 feet west of 
King’s highway, from John Dwyer to John A.

A large frame building on the corner of Col- 
linsville and St. Louis avenues burned down 
this morning, Making a tremendous blaze.

Mrs. Sanders lost $350 worth of furniture. 
Otto Stack, one of her boarders, losta trunk 
containing clothing and $400 in cash. The 
Durick family lost $150 worth of furniture. 
Mre, L. M. Brooker had $400 worth of furni- 
ture stored in the building which 
was also lost. Furniture worth 32, 000 
belonging to Mr. Walsh was consumed. No 
one carried any insurance except Mr. Walsh. 
Hie furniture was Insured for $1,000 and the 
bullding for $3, 750.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 4.—The following 
resolutions were adopted at the German 
Lutheran Anti-Bennett Convention: , 


1. We, citizens of Wisconsin in convention 
assembled, in order to protest against the go- 
called Bennett law, in the first piace consider 
it necessary to defend ourselves against f 
representations, calculated to prejudice our 
cause, and do therefore declare: @ are not 
enemies of the English language; on the con- 
trary, we endeavor to furnish our children 
the very best instruction therein. 

2. We consider public schools necessary, 
but maintain that parents have the right to 
establish and to select for themselves schools 
for their children. 

8. We claim no part of the public school 
fupd —4 the use of parochial or other private 
schools. 

„„. We are not opposed toa law prohibiting 
the employment of children in factories, nor 
to an enactment providing for reasonable 
compulsory attendance at school. Nor do we 
object to an interference by the State with 
schools conducted contrary to public order 
and morality. But we protest agalust the so- 
called Bennett law, because it unnecessarily 
and unjustly curtails our civil and religious 
liberty, for it: 1. Offers the School Board an 
n of determining arbitrarily that a 
child, during the period of enforced attend- 
ance, must attend a school in the city, town 
or district within which it resides, thus de- 
priving parents of the right to send their 
children to a better or more suitable school 
outside the district. 2. It compels parochial 
and other private schools to observe the 
time or times of attendance fixed by 80001 
boards, without regard to the rites and cus- 
toms of churches or their schools. It pre- 
scribes certain studies as also the medium of 
instruction therein; furthermrmore, its word- 
ing is euch as to afford school boards ample 
pa pte ye to usurp powers not given them; 

Ithough the State and its officers have no 
right to Interfere with the management of 
parochial and other private schools. 

We, therefore, declare that regardless of 
former party affiliations, we shall vote for 
such candidates only as pledge themselves to 
vote for the repeal of the Bennett law. As

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“PULLS” IN THE GRAND-JURY BOOM. 


All of the State officers who ate con- 
scious that they have carefully obeyed the 
law and discharged all the duties required 
ofthem by law, are denouncing part of 
the Cote County Grand - jury report as a 
cowardly outrage. They find themselves 
unjustly included in a vague charge of of- 
ficial negligence preferred against State 
and county officers generally, and they 
have a right to be indignant when they 
know that this charge was foisted into the 
report in place ofa specific presentment 
of the State officer or officers responsible 
for the non-enforcement of the monthly 
report law. 

Why was that presentment suppressed 
and who dared to suppress what the pub- 
lic ex pected, and had a right to expect, 
in a Grand-jury finding in the Noland 
case? Everybody knows that the Grand- 
jury could not investigate the Noland 
embezzlements without finding out that 
the Governor, the Auditor and the Treas- 
urer, or some of them, had persistently 
disobeyed the monthly report law which 
the Governor had approved and signed in 
the spring of 1689. The enforcement of 
that law would have nipped the embezzle- 
ment in the bud or prevented it alto- 
gether. It requires the Treasurer, the 
Auditor and the depositaries, under 
heavy penalties, to make monthly and 
true reports of all receipts, payments 
and cash balances of State money. It 
makes it the duty of the Governor to en- 
force these penalties and tocompare these 
reports every month to ascertain whether 
the Treasurer has deposited according to 
law. and whether any money bas been 
withdrawn from the Treasury in excess of 
warrants drawn by the Auditor. The 
failure to enforce this law invéted, favored 
and aided NOLAND’s malfeasance, &nd 
would have enabled him to embezzle much 
larger sums if he had not relented and 
notified the Governor of his deficit while 
the Governor was in New York. 

Of course the Governor can be punished 
by impeachment only for his share in this 
apparent conspiracy to nullify the 
statutes. But the Auditor is liable to a 
statutory penalty if he neglected to send 
in bis monthly reports. Why was he not 
indicted? Was he innocent and the Gov- 
ernor alone to blame? Or was it to shield 
both the Governor and the Auditor that 
the Grand-jury ignored the official nulli- 
cation of the monthly report law? 
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IN States where men must produce their 
poll tax receipts before they can vote, the 
paymentof poll taxes by party committees 
is recognized as one method of vote-buy- 
ing which both party organizations are in 
a manner forced by the poll tax law to 
practice. Payment of the costs of natural- 
ization operates in the same way in St. 
Louis where we have no poll-tax qualifica- 
tion for voters. When party committees 
and workers go into the naturalization 
business, it is simply a demporal- 
izing competition as to which can manu- 
facture and control the most votes by any 
means, fair orfoul. Besides providing a 
penalty for raising and distributing nat- 
uralization funds, Congress should make 
it the duty of the courts issuing naturali- 
zation papers to see that the applicant is 
paying for them out of his own pocket, 
and without having engaged his vote to 
any candidate or party. The courts 


should make free voters or none.

& Report That Jerry Fruin’s Name Will Be 
Sent to the Council for Street Commis- 
sioner t Secretary Brennan Is Not Con- 
firmed—Harbor Cymmissioner Murphy 
Returns—City Hall Matters. 


Mayor Noonan will have another surprise 
for the officials and politicians In the event of 
the Council’s refusal to confirm Mr. Brennan, 
his sélection for the Street Com missiovership. 
It has been stated on excellent authority 
that the next name i the Council 
will be asked to consider wil 
be that of Jeremiah Fruin, the well-known 
contractor and politician, who is prominently 
connected with the Fruin-Bambrick Oonstruc- 
tion Co. Mr. Fruin is one of the 
Mayor’s warmest friends, and the report 
comes. from the immediate friends of 
His Honor that he has decided to 
submit his name to the Council for confirma- 
tion, in the event of course that Mr. Bren- 
nan’s nomination is rejected. It is understood 
to be the Mayor’s intention to insist on giving 
the appointment toa practical business man 
rather than acivil engineer. The custom of 


placing the office in command ot 
a civil engineer is mot one that 
Mayor Noonan is obliged to follow, if he 


cares to pursue a different course. Among 
others mentioned for the place who are not 
civil engineers are John ©. Lohrum, a con- 
tractor; William Freudenau, Charles W. 
Francis, Chief Sanitary Officer and formerly 
Health Commissioner, and Charles W. Ohm, 
Chief Deputy inthe Water Rates Office. Tue 
friends of the Mayor, however, assert that 
the next name the Council will receive will 
be that of Mr. Fruin. The friends of Mr.

of his chance of confirmation. 

The action of Messrs. Horton and Metcalfe, 
composing a majority of the Com- 
mittee on Public linprovements, last 
evening in submitting a report recommending 


the rejection of the nominatlon and remarks’ 


made by Mr. Vogle when he voted to lay the 
matter over until next Friday, have served 
to establish the impression that Mr. Bren- 
nan’s chances have not improved any since 
the appointment was submitted and Mr. 
Vogel, Chairman of the Public Improvement 
Committee, who has been depended upon 
from the outset by Mr. Brennan 
friends, not only falled to present a 
report, Dut when he voted ona motion to 
postpone the consideration ofthe report of 
the majority of the committee, he took occa- 
sion to say that though he had promised to 
support the nomination he wanted to look 
further into the qualifications of Mr. Brennan 
before voting on the matter. The report of the 
committee was laid over until Friday by a 
vote of 8 to 5, but President Walbridge 
and Mr. Meler, who voted with the majority, 
explained that their votes on the question of 
laying the matter over should not be taken as 
an indication as to how they proposed to vote 
on the nomination itself. Mr. Brennan’s 
friends to-day are sure of one five votes, 
while seven are necessary. he five they 
count on are Messrs. Rohan and Sloan, Demo- 
crates, aud Comfort, Hoolan and Bensiek, Re- 
publicans. There is doubt expressed as to 
how Messrs. Vogel and Meler will vote)but it 
is considered certain that the nomination will 
be opposed by Mesers. Cole, Nelson, Ganahl, 
Horton and Metcalfe. 

Secretary Brenan sald this morning that he 
was not disposed to feel depressed over the 
outlook. Many ofthe young 8 Demo- 
crats who have been looking to Mr. Brennan 
to live them positions when he assumed 
charge of the Street Commissionér’s office are 
disposed to feel despondent, but still hope 
that be will pull through. 


Harber Commissioner Murphy Returns. 


Harbor Commissioner Murpby arrived from 
Washington this morning and was busy 
during the day attending to the accumulated 
business of the department. In speaking of 
matters now pending before Congress, in 
which the city is interested, he said: 

‘*Ifound our measures relating tothe im- 
provement of the harbor and the river north 
and south of us in excellent shape. There 
will be no amendments in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce that will affect any of our 
barbor or river items except possibiy that 
providing for the improvement of the Mis- 
souri River. The amount of $900,000 wont be 


cut dows, but the provision for the 
commencement of work at the 
mouth and to proceed westward, 


may be changed. There seems to be some 
difference of opinlon amongst our interior 
Congressmen about where the work should 
first be commenced. Tarsney ciaims it should 
be above or at Kansas City. I rather think 
Senator Vest shares this view. Dockery, 
Mansur, Bland and Norton, whose districts 
abat on the river, are in favor of dividing up 
the gross amount passed by the House and if 
thisisdonelthink it is reasonably certain 
that it will be about as follows: 
$300,000 for the river at and below Kansas 
City; $800,000 fur the river at and below Boon- 
ville, and $300,000 for the riyer from the mouth 
to Jefferson City. 

It this is done we won't complain, because 
perhaps we were a trifie selfish in asking that 
the work should be commenced at the mouth 
of the Missouri. The new line of packets pro- 
jected and rapidly approaching completion 
bas changed the condition of things in the 
requirements of the river west of the mouth 
and we should conform to this. 

There is no division of opinion whatever in 
the Committee on Military Affairs regarding 
the appropriation of $200,000 for the improve- 
ment ofthe barracks. Congressman Kinsey 
has been advised by his colleagues and by 
Chairman Cannon of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee to defer consideration of the measure 
until a laser stage of the session. The tariff,

Ex- President Hayes then made his opening 
address, saying: 

*‘LaDIES AND GENTLEMEN—What was the 
thought—what are the facte which led our 
good friends, Mr. and Mrs. Smiley, to invite 
us to meet in this conference at their wonder- 
fully attractive home? We do not un to go 
into a lengthy review of the past to find a suf- 
ficient answer to this question. Lest the 
exact condition of the negroes 
United States—especially in that part of 
our country where they are a large element of 
the population—be fully knowm and thor- 
oughiy understood, and every good citizen, 
every friend oft humanity, and of course 
every Christian, will surely be persuaded that 
the American people havea grave and indis- 
pensable duty to perform qith respect to the 
millions of men and women amen our 
countrymen whose ancestors our fathers 
brought from Africato be held in bondage 
here in America. It may be justly said, in the 
deepest sense ofthe words, that we are in- 
Geed the keepers of ‘our brothers in 
black.’ We are responsible for their pres- 
ence and condition on this continent. 
Upon the Constitution and the laws of the na- 
tion and the States, and upon thelr adminis- 
tration, the welfare of the negroes, like that 
of their fellow-citizens, largely depends. This 
wide area of duty and of effort belongs to the 
domain of practical statesmanship. It will be 
explored, investigated, discussed and dealt 
with by those who make and those who exé- 
cute the laws, State and national, by the pub- 
lic press and by political parties. We hear 
from various quarters statements which chal- 
lenge serious and candid attention. In the 
Southern States are 7,000,000 of colored people 
of whom probably one-half are unable to read 
and write, and illiteracy in their case, we 
are told, means far more than ignorance of 
letters. It means a condition, according to a 
high authority, ‘compounded of ignorance 
superstition, shiftlessness, rr an 
vice.’ How is this unpromising and deplor - 
able candition to be met? What is the 
remedy? Those who meet bere do so, I as- 
sume, in the faith that education and religion 
—using these words in the broadest sense— if 
faithfully, wisely and r brought 
home to these people, will be found in good 
time amply adequate to lift the African up to 
the full stature of American manhood. 
While we mae Deve for and strive for a better 
result in the future, itisthe part of wisdom 
to waste no time in unavailing complaint or 
regret, but with earnest solicitude to make 
every judicious effort for the education and 
Christianity of the negro, not merely for his 
own sake or for the sake of the South, bus for 
the welfare of the whole ‘country and 
for our common humanity. Our 
faith Is that no sacrifice of comfort, 
bealth and life, no humane effort, no money 
expended was ever more plainly oductive 
of iarge and gracious results than the money, 
the labor and the sacrifices which have been 
devoted to the up!ifting of the colored people 
ofthe South. Our wish and our prayers are 
thatthe good work may go on. Hence this 
Mohonk conference.

Armstrong of Hampton Institute then opened 
the discussion.

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MRS FRANKEL WINS HER CASE ON RER 
CROSS-BILL AND ANSWER. 


After a Turbulent Married Life of Two 
Years and a Hard Fight for Her Child 
She Is Separated From Her Husband—. 
The Scheel Board Injuaction—Other 
Divorces—Legal Notes. 


The troubles between Mre. Anna Frankel 
and her husband, Irwin Frankel, which have 
so frequentiy been made public in the courts 
during the past year, culminated this morning 
in Judge Fisher’s court, when Mrs. 
Frankel was granted adecree of dtworee. 
The umhappy warriage of this couple was 
made publie in April, 1889, when Mr. Frankel 
entered sult for divorce, alleging his wife de- 
serted Him. The case was tried and dis- 
missed for lack of evidence. Last January 
Mrs. Frankel applied for a writ of 
habeas corpus for possession of her 
baby, stolen by her husbaad. 
The story of the abduction Is familiar to the 
public. Mrs. Frankel was married in Septem- 
ber, 1888, and left her husband in March, 1889. 
Soon after her departure he filed his sult for 
divorce and she secured a warrant charging 
him with wife and child abandonment. Sne 
had often asked him for money after she 
left him but claims he refused her each 


time. While he was awaiting trial on the 
charge of abandonment the child became sick 
with pneumonia. Mre. Frankel was then Hu- 
ing with a Mrs. Hollis at 916*Norta Sixteenth 
street. About noon one day Mr. Frankel avd 
hia brother appeared at the house in a cad. 
Mrs. Frankel had just gone to the drug store 
for medicine. The men rushed up the stairs 
picked the baby up, wra a shaw) aroun 
it and were about to ae ve off, when Mrs. 
Hollis jumped in front of the horses and held 
them while she screamed for an officer. The 
arty were arrested and taken to the Third 
istrict Station, where Mrs. Frawkel soon 
joined them out of breath and frantic 
with grief and tear. A scene ensued which 
is seldom witnessed in a police station. The 
mother was given her child, but on an order 
from tbe Chief of Police by telephone it was 


ordered returned tothe father. The mother 
held the crowd at bay, ignoring all threats, 
entreaties aud persuasions until her strength 


failed her and she swooned away. The babe 


was snatched from her breast and carried 
off by the father. When her case 
was tried she was granted the 


custody of her child and it was returned to 
her. Mr. Frankel then filed a suit for divorce, 
alleging desertion and unbecoming conduct. 
She filed an answer, in which sbe said her 
hueband beat her unmercifully before they 
separated, often making her mouth and nose 
bleed. Once He kicked her and she will never 
fully recover from it. Judge A. A. Paxson, 
who has been Mrs. Frankel’s attorney 
and friend through all her woes, was in court 
with her this morning, but Mr. Frankel did 
notappear. The case went to trial, however, 
and the little lady was granted a decree of 
divorce, the custody of her child and 318 
month alimony, the husband having the right 
to call and see the child once a week, as long 
as he pays the alimony. 
OTHER DIVORCES GRANTED. 

William E. Deveril was divorced from Lottie 
A. Deverill, whom he married inge York in 
April, 1882. He said he worked night and day, 
excepting a few hours for needed rest, and 


gave her all his earnings, but she 
always wanted more and cursed him 
for not giving her more money. 


Two chiidren were born of the marriage, but 
she was so devoid of motherly affection that 
he was compelled to place tne little ones in an 
asylum, where they died. She finally went 
her way in June, 1886. 

Sarah J. Walsh said her husband, Jeremiah 
Walsh, to whom she was married in 1880, 
failed to support her for seven years and then 
deserted her. She was granted a divorce. 

Alice W. Gibbons said she was married to 
David W. Gibbons in Wyandotte, Kan., in 
1886, and that he deserted her in January, 
1890. She was granted a decree of divorce. 

Agnes Barth was divorced from Henry Barth 
and restored to her maiden name, Arendt. 
She was married in 1885 and said her husband 
deserted her in 1887. 

Mrs. Lucy A. Powell was granted a divoree 

and the custody of her two minor children, 

sons, 7 and 12 years ot age. She said she was 

wedded to Harry T. Powell in Greenville, III., 

in November, 1865. He failed to support her 

y ane in 1886 deserted her and his three chil- 
ren.

WASHINGTON, D. U., June 4.—Town Clerk 
Hilton D. Wright was at last accounts in- 
trenched in his house with two revolvers, de- 
fying the officers of the law to arrest him.

HANGING TOO GOOD FOR HIM. 


Patrick Carney Charged With Brutally 
Beating His 10-Moenths-Old Babe.

New York, June 4.—Patrick Carney, aged 40 
years, of No. 211 East Forty-third street, was 
arrested yesterday by Officer Gardner of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
Gren, charged with treating bis 10-months-old 
ebiid, whom Mrs. Carney carried into court, 
most etrociously. The babe’s eyes were black 
and blue, and its head and face were bruised 
eandswollen. Gardner testified that he had 
been told by witnesses that Carney, in a 
Grunken frenzy, nad struck the little one a 
blow in the face with his fist. He then took it 
by the legs, swung it around bis bead and 
Gashed it against the wallof his room. The 
assault upon the baby was brought about by a 
quarrel between Carney ana his wife, he vent- 
ing his rage on the baby. Mrs. Carney did not 
see tbe assault. Carney hung his head in 
shame, when placed atthe bar and his only 
excuse was that he was drunk and did not 
know what be was about. He begged the 
ustice to be lenient with him, and offered all 

inds of promises ofreform. He was held in

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VIEWS OF COMMANDER MARQUIS OF THE 
FRENCH WARSHIP INDBE- 


The Commander Denies Exaggerated Re- 
ports at the ANeged Outrage Committed 
by His Vessel Upon the British Fisher- 
men of St. Geerge’s Bay—A Bad Break 
by the Delegation in Lendon. 


~ 

SYNDEY, Cape Breton, June 4.—The French 
warship Indre, Commander Marquis, who was 
recentiy reported to have created consterna- 
tion on the so-called French shore of New- 
toundlend, ie now here. and the Island Reporter, 
a most reliable logal paper, prints the foliow- 
ing report of an interview with the Com- 
mander: 

The following paragraph from the Halifax 
Critic is a sample of the reports that have been 
current through the provincial press of late 
and telegraphed widely abroad conveying the 
impression that the state of affairs on the so- 
calied French shore of the island is nearly in 
a state of overthrow of British rule and that 
the matter might be the eause of war between 
France and England: Newfoundland matters 
continue ina state of unrest. The ancient 
colony has sent a letter to the Queen which fn 
no uneertein tone demands the removal of 
the French lobster and canning factories and 
denounces in vigorous language the modus 
vivendi between England and France. The 
steamer Harlaw, which arrived at Halifax on 
Wednesday night, reports that a great deal of 
excitement prevails at Bay St. George in con- 
sequence of the commander of a French war 
ship at that port on the 23d inst, ordering 
British aubjects to remove all their fishing 
tackle, nets, te., from the water, otherwise 
the men would remove them. They were 
promptly taken away by the owners as it was 
feared the French would destroy them.’’ 

A representative of the Reporter was accord 
ed a full and courteous interview in regard to 


the matter. Commander Marquis read the 
above paragraph with disgust and proceeded 
to fully expiain the foundation for it. 

THE COMMANDER’S DENIAL. 

The rights of our people on the French 
shore, said he, have been established by 
treaty and indisputably recognized for 200 
years. These rights inciude the first privilege 
of taking fish by our people in the bays and 
harbors of that coast. When the British fish- 
ermen are there at the same time as our peo- 
ple, they must make room for the French and 
accord us the first chance. This thas always 
been our recognized right, and when a British 
war ship ison the station ber commander al- 
ways sees to it that this is respected. Ail we 
haye to do is to call the attention ofthe Brit- 
ish commander on the station to auy com- 
plaints that we bave and the cause is removed. 


Mr. Vogel explained that he had promised 
to vote for Mr. Brennan’s confirmation, 
had since learned that the duties of the office 
were of such a character that it was doubtful 
ifthe appointee was competent. He would 
investigate the matter, and for that reason 
voted for the postponement. President Wal- 
bridge said that he did not want his vote con- 
strued as favoring Mr. Brennan’s confirma- 
tion, and Mr. Meler said he voted for the 
postponement simply as a courtesy to Mr. 
Sloan. 

Mr. Sloan introduced a bill authorizing

But this spring there happened 
to be no British war ships 
on the coast, none having arrived 
when I wasthere and, consequently, I had to 
request the British fishermen myself in afew 
cases to make room for our people. There 
were at one time probably five hundred nets 
set in Bay St. George, but I found it necessary 
only to request the removal of about a dozen 
of them in order to give the French fishermen 
afairchance. My request was promptly com- 
plied with, as usual, and the reports in such 
paragraphs as you have shown me are 
extraordinarily exaggerated for political or 
trade purposes. Our usbhermen are only on 
the shore and exert their privilege for a short 
time each year; last year abouta month, this 
year about filteen days; never longer than 
two months; only forthattime do we inter- 
tere with the British residents’ fishing in 
every spot of the waters.

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MISSOURI IMMIGRANTS. 


1 REMARKABLE INFLUX INTO THES TIM- 
BERED DISTRICTS. 


Northwestern Lumbermen Pouring Inte the 
State by Theusands—Great Increase of 
the Value ef Moustain Lands—Whoe the 
Settlers Are, and Why They Are Com 
ing. ' 


HE enumerators employed 
by the United States to col- 
lect census statistics will 
find that they have a great 
deul more to do in Southern 
and Southwestern Missouri 
than most people sup- 
posed,’’ ssid W. J. Clark 
of Carthage, who is atthe 
Lindell. It is well known 
that the State has largely 
inereased in population, 
but few who have not care. 
fully watched the progress 
» made in counties that three 
or tour years ago wére sparsely settled have 
any idea of how great this growth has been. 
A REMARKABLE IMMIGRATION. 
„Jean speak from personal knowledge of the 


— 


Southern part of the State, as I have been a 


resident for sixteen years, and my business 
has carried me into every partofit. Two 
years ago we began to see that a most un- 
usual immigration was setting in, but the full 
tide did not.make itself felt until last spring. 
Sections of country that had been passed over 
by homeseekers for years, suddenly were in- 
vaded by hundreds of settlers, and in some 
quarters the population has grown 
almost 20 per cent within the last 


cighteen months. The settlers come trom a 
section that has heretofore contributed 
scarcely anything to the population ot Mis- 
souri, the Northwest, and as a rule they have 
occupied lands that were hitherto regarded as 
of little value, the wooded foothills and the 
Ozark Mountains. 

‘*Nearly all are well provided with money, 
and are prosperous. I talked with a number 
of them to ascertain the cause of the unusual 
and unexpected influx. ny far the majority 
of the new comers are from Michigan and 
Wiscons'> witha fair eprinkling from Minne- 
sota, anu per cent of them are lumbermen. 

‘*THE CAUSE OF THEIR SETTLEMENT 
in Missouri is to be found in the failure of the. 
Northwestern foreste. There is plentv, of 
wood land left there, but itis inthe hands of 
large corporations, and the small land own- 
ers and saw-miil proprietors find their occu- 
pations gone. hen they saw how matters 
were going they began to look around for new 
openings and thousands of them came to this 
State. It is singular how its timber resources 
have deen neglected. Many districts of the 
Ozarks were looked upon as  prac- 
tically almost worthless, which now prove 
to be of great value. One reason was that 
there were few sawmills and very inadequate 
railroad facilities. A traveler in the southern 
part of the State will now see sawmilis going 
up on every Iittle stream, and soon they will 
be busily at work. The timferis of excellent 
quality, although as a rule the trees are not 
large, and there is a constantly increasing 
demand for timber of all kinds in districts 
that can be more eneapiy- reached from 
Southern Missour! than rom any other 
part of the country where timber 
<owrs. Those northern lumbermen know a 
timber district when they see it, andthe way 
in which they are pouring into the State is 

ample proof of the value of our forests. 

THE CHARACTER OF THE COUNTRY 
is such as to encourage the immigration of 
actual settlers, and to discourage the influx of 
rich corporations. Transportation over long 
distances is not easy on account of the hilly 
nature of the ground, but there are preety of 
streams large enough to run small saw-mills. 
Ihe consequence is that men with small 
capital are olubbing together, buying 
or leasing ground and building saw- mils. 
Of course this is far better for the State than 
to have afew great corporations controlling 
all the timber lande and milis, and employ- 
ing laborers as they are needed. As a rule 
the new settlers own their lands, although 
there is some leasing. When cleared much of 
the land will be available for agriculture, and 
nearly ail the rest will be excelient for pastur- 
age. One result of the immigration will bea 
great increase in our wooloutpnt. Already 
thousands of sheep have been bought and put 
upon the upland districts. It would not pay 
to buy the land simply for sheep runs, but the 
sheep can be easliy handled and the clip will 
help out the finances of the lumbermen very 
much indeed. The rapid growth of Northern 
Texas and Southern Kansas has caused a 
great demand tor lumber, and already many 
shipments have been made. - The settiers we 


} are getting are of the best class, they bring in 


the aggregate agreat deal of money with 
them, and tbe result will bean advance in 
Southern Missouri that will astonish every- 
one.’ :
